EXTRAVAGANCE

 Will Governor Stephens lop off scores of useless high-salaried departments from the State's payroll and 
consolidate essential ones.

 The King excess tax bill now pending in the State Legislature proposes to arbitrarily boost the State's 1921 
1922 tax budget from $47,000,000 to $81,000,000.

000,000, or a round $16,000,000 more than last year's budget! %

  Governor Stephens and his friends in the California Legislature are fighting to have the Legislature pass 
this unjust and iniquitous measure when the Legislature resumes sessions, February 24th.
